Miller, Wilkerson 
win seats on Belle 
Glade commission

Ў Daniel Herring lost his seat 
on the Belle Glade City Com- 
mission Tuesday by 38 votes to 
“newcomer Mary Ross Wilker- 
son, and veteran politician 
Harma Miller handily beat 
Ron Snyder by 27 


79 votes to 
gain seats on the commission 
It will be the first time in 


Belle Glade history that two 
black women will sérve togeth- 
er on the commission. They 


will join three men on the com- 
mission - Steve Weeks, current 
mayor; D. Bill Mathis, current 
vice mayor; and Rodney “Clay” 
Connell. Miller and Wilkerson 
will be sworn in at the Sept. 28 
meeting 

In a telephone conversation 
with, the candidates the morn- 
ing after the election, here's 
what they had to say. 

Daniel Herring - "I'm done. 
I felt like I did a good job for 
two years and I wanted to 
serve another two years. What 
can I say, I'm sorry I didn't get 
in." 

Ron Snyder - “I thought I 
had a good platform and I ran 


а clean race. I just did not get 
the necessary votes. I lose with 
rio regre 

Harma Miller - “ think 
that it's significant that I was 
able to come back and be so 
well accepted by the cornmuni- 
ty. We have a lot of work ahead. 
It will be different having two 
black women on the commis- 
sion. We need to send a new 
message to our citizens that we 
are not all crooks and out to get 
their money." ‘ 

“We also need to hire a new 
city manager and I think the 
citizens want someone who is 
home-grown or willing to have 
residericy here.”

The search has begun to find a 
new Belle Glade City Manager to 
replace Lomax Harrelle, who re- 
signed last month after it was 
found he was involved in a busi 
ness with former Public Sanita- 
tion Director Danny Perez. Perez 
warned for grand theft after 
a police Investigation found that 
material and city labor were used 
in the the private business 

Since that time, former Public 
Services Director Gene Simmons, 
who resigned at the same time as 
the city manager, has also been 
arrested for theft of city property. 


Mayor Steve Weeks said the 
commission is actively seeking а 
new city manager and has re- 
tained, at no cost, Dick Black, a 
retired "range rider" with the 
Florida League of Cities, to help 
in the search. 
is also-advertising for 
a city manager.in the Datagram, 
a publication put out by the Flori- 
da League of Cities. 

Four city employees have been 
assigned to help Mr. Black par 
down the applications to the 10 
best. They include City Clerk 
Debbie Buff, Acting City Manag: 


er Michael Miller, Finance Direc- 
tor Dave Wood and Administra- 
tor of Human Resources Vivian 
Hunter. 

The commission will look over 
the 10 applications and select the 
five best. Mayor Weeks said at 
that time the five top applicants 
and their wives will be invited to 
town for interviews and a get-to- 
gether before the finál selection is 
made. The new city manager and 
his family will be required to live 
in Belle Glade. Mayor Weeks said 
he hopes the processsvill be com- 
pleted by November.

Last 
year's millage rate was 9.1648. 

More good news is that many 
homeowners in Belle Glade 
have seen about a 6% increase 
in the property value of their 
home this year. Thats good 
news if you're selling your 
home, not so godd if you are 
staying and paying the tax bill. 

Belle Glade's Finance Direc- 
tor, Dave Wood, said а ћоте- 
owner with a home valued at 
$75,000 and a $25,000 home- 
stead exemption will pay 
$449.00 in ad valorum taxes 
this year, compared to $458.24 
last year. 

The commission was able to 
slash their budget by $220,000 
by cutting back on capital im- 
provement projects, The biggest 
cuts’ were a project for paving 
and draining and $125,000 for 
improvements at the public ser- 
vices complex. 

Mr. Wood said commissioners 
also cut $50,000 by deciding not 
to build a garage at Public Ser- 
vices and $25,000 which was to 
be spent to build а paint booth 
for the Public Services garage. 

Mayor Steve Weeks said the 
city will also save on salaries 
for the new city manager, public 
services director and the.sari- 
tation director, as well as the 
cost of an assistant to the city 
manager, a position they do not 
plan to fill in the near future. 


"You can always save money - 


when these position’ come back 
open,” said the mayor, “because 
you don't start new people out 


> at the wages you were paying 


for the oid employees."

Vice Mayor D. Bill Mathis, 
who proposed the 3%, one-time 
loyalty bonus, said he was also 
very strongly in favor of a youth 
center or more faciliti for 
young people in the city and 
hopes to continue to find money 
in the city's budget that can be 
set aside for that purpose. "I'm 
a strong supporter of that. Two 
years ago that.was one of the 
things І supported when I ran 
for city commission," he said. 
"But; we're going. through a 
traumatic time now. I believe 
the biggest asset the city has is 
its. employees and they have 
perhaps been neglected. over 
the years. This will give an in- 
dication to employees that we 
are trying to correct some of the 
pay inadequacies. that are 
here." 

Mr. Mathis said the city has 
hired a company to do a salary 
survey to compare Belle Glade's 
city salaries to other cities of 
similar size and demographics. 
Most importantly, the* survey 
will compare salaries in other 
parts of the county and in near- 
- by counties.

It is a remarkable device. It 
is a computer software pro- 
gram that tells me imstantly 
where a lightning bolt has 
touched the ground in south 
Florida. 

Even more extraordinary, 
this program tells me how 
‘many lightning strikes have oc- 

. curred over a period of time. 
Its called the flash rate and it 


trates just how violent the 
weather can be. It is not un- 
common, for example, for a sin- 
gle thunderstorm to produce 
literally thousands of lightning 
bolts. 3 

The thunderstorms that 
rolled through central Florida 
on February 22, 1998 did more

Kissimmee. Тһе National 
Weather Service in Melbourne 
noticed that lightning activity 
increased rapidly. It rose from 
75 flashes per minute to 190 
flashes per minute. 

Scientists now believe there 
may be a direct relationship be- 
tweén flash rates and tornado 
development. 

"We've found a tornado sig- 
nature related to the total 
lightning," Steven Goodman of 


‚ NASA's Marshall Flight Center 


told the Associated Press. “А 
big jump in lightning activity is 


-associated with the updraft in 


the thunderstorm cell that of- 
ten leads to a tornado." 
While Goodman says "a high 
percentage" of storms with a 
dramatic flash rate increase go 
on' to produce tornadoes, it 
doesn't happen in every storm. 
He says more research is nec- 
essary to prove his theory.

Still, the relationship is 
protnising and could lead -to 
significant advancements in 
weather warnings. "We could 
have an improvement of up to 
nine minutes in increased lead 
time for tornado warnings," he 
said. 

А 9-minute increase in warn- 
ing time would be great news 


for residents of Oklahoma, . 


Texas and Kansas.. America's 
Tornado Alley, but his discov- 
ery would also be very impor- 
tant to residents of Florida. 

Florida ranks third in torna- 
do frequency in the United 
States, yet thankfully, the vast 
majority of our twisters are 
weak and short-lived. These 
tiny twisters often develop, 
however, with vety little warn- 
ing. 

If Goodman’s theory pans 
out, it would mean more time. 
to prepare for a tornado. And, 
more time, an additional few 
minutes, is often the difference 
between life and death in a se- 
vere weather situation. 

Goodman will continue his 
research and I'll keep using my 
computer software program to 
track Florida's lightning. 

It is a very remarkable de- 
vice.

Apologize to sexual predators

If he ever found out or saw this he could take 
legal action against the paper. 

So, it would be kind of nice if the paper gave 
an apology or something in next week's issue." 


Editor's note: Florida House Bill 3737 
requires law enforcement agencies to notify the 
community-of the presence of a sexual predator 
living in their town. Law enforcement agencies 
are given only 48 hours in which to do so for day 
care centers and schools within 'a one-mile 
radius of the temporary or permanent residence 
of a sexual predator. 

In addition, law enforcement agencies are giv- 
en the discretion as to other means to make the 
public aware that a person who preys on chil- 
dren is living in town. 

In our area, law enforcement agencies believe 
very strongly that alerting families by using the 
local newspaper is one of the best ways to let 
Dads and Moms know if a convicted sexual 
predator has moved next door to them and their 
young children. It will be a cold day in a hot 
place before I apologize to a convicted, sexual 
predator for letting families know he or she has 
moved into their neighborhood. We are within

New Car Preview: 1999 Lexus RX300 


Lexus 


By Alex Law 
Test Drive 


MONUMENT VALLEY, UT, - My last con- 
cern about the Lexus RX300 sport- 
ute/van/wagon/whatever died in this spectacu- 
lar place recently, just the way countless caval- 
ry troopers and Indians did in the many west- 
erns that were filmed here over the decades. 

. This place and The Valley of the Gods, which 
is up US 162 about 30 miles, deliver the kind of 
off-road driving experience that most sport-ute 
owners only dream of. The scenery is unsur- 

С Ұравзед and the roads fairly unforgiving 

They're not the kind of places you'd take a 
poseur-ute and expect to bring it out. 

Which is why I came back even more 
impressed with the RX300 than I'd been after 
the official media ride-and-drive in British 
Columbia, which proved fairly conclusively that 
the latest Lexus could handle more snow and 
ice than most places in North America see in a 

vyear. 

^ With that last doubt dislodged then, I am 
quite willing to get up on my hind legs and walk 
out on this very long limb and say that the 1999 
Lexus RX300 is the new class-leader in the lux- 
ury sport-ute category. 

And, yes, 1 am including the Mercedes-Benz 
ML320, whiclf was justifiably named North 
America’s truck of the year recently by a panel 
of North American auto writers that included 
me. 

The RX300 earns the honors in this brutal 
category оп the,strength of several technical 
areas we'll cover in a minute, but also because 
of the brand it carries. 

Essentially, it's pretty much impossible to 
beat the quality levels and dealer treatment you 
get. from Lexus, and that counts for a lot with“ 
péople.spending $32,000 and up for a vehi- 
cle. 

\ So the RX300 will instantly appeal to 
those folks who don't mind dropping up 
to $45,000 on a vehicle, be jt Mercedes 

ML320 sport-ute, Volvo V70 Cross 

Contry, Infiniti 130, Jeep Grand 

Cherokee, Ford Explorer and so on. 

Potential ctistomers can think of it as 
а sport-ute if they want to, but it's a 
sport-ute only because Lexus says it is. 
After all, there are no rules governing the 
pse of that designation 

It's less of a sport-ute if you go for the front- 
drive version that's supposed to appeal.to buy- 
ers-in the southern states. They're entitled to 
spend their money any way they want, of 
course, but they should know that all- 
wheel-drive will make their RX300 
even more useful than they 
might think possible. 

*I actually think the 
\№Х300 deserves the 
sport-utility tag more 
than all of the vehi- 
cles so-named 
since it actually 
delivers more 
“sport” than they 

do. 

That's “sport” 
in the sense of 
\sporty,”. meaning 
it moves quickly 
and handles fairly 
well, not "sport" in the 
sense of it will take you 
to more hürd-to-rea 
places so you-ean slaughter 
wildlife in the name of "sport" 
huriting and fishing. 

, Itcertainly delivers a great deal df utility, as 
} discovered bouncing one around this sandy, 
pock-marked and unpaved part of the world and 
over snow-covered and frozen bits of British 
Columbia during the media launch a couple of 
weeks before. Here, of course, 1 mean utility to 
describe the RX300's ability off-road, which was 
the vehicle’s major question.mark. 

Other sport-utes in this vehicle's price range 
are famous for their ability to go across just 
about any surface you care to put in front of 
‘hem, but Lexus never made that claim. After ‘ 
‘all, the primary underpinnings of the RX300 are 
car-based, while Explorers, Grand Cherokees et 
al come from trucks. 

So there, will still be times and situations 
when a competitive sport-ute will go where an 
RX300 will not, but you'd have to search those 
times and situations out, the;way dedicated off- 
roaders do; and 99.9999 per cent of the driving

sets new standard 


Everything on the dash is handy and the cen- 
ter console between the seats is a wonder. Parts 
slide out to present more storage space, and the 
cupholders can be moved to an ideal spot. A 
Lexus RX300 is pretty much as good as it 
gets in automotive interior terms. 

But the RX300's charms do 
not end with its abilities on 
póor surfaces, or its ride 
and handling skill, or 
its cool exterior 
appearance, or its 

clever interior. 
I mean, none 
of that 
would mat- 
ter if the 


population will never do that. 

I've now: driven one of these beauties in situa- 
tions that real life will almost certainly will not 
throw your way, and it handled them with ease. 

More importantly, the RX300 behaved 
exquisitely in real situations that real 
people encounter every day, which 
means paved roads in varying 
states of repair. On this 
front, the RX300 is the 
clear segment leader. 

In truth, the

That first number 
may look a little low for a vehicl big as 
the RX300 and the job it has set for itself, but 
the torque factor makes up for that. 

For.all.of these reasons.and more,ithe Lexus 
RX300 has leapt to the top of list of vehicles I 
would buy for myself and the life I live. This is a 
breakthrough product that will change the мау 

we look at sport-utes and vans and sedans and 
cars. Lexus is to be praised for its accomplish-

Pragmatically, 
this screen works great 

and should give no offense on 
that front. But it doesn't smooth- 
ly match the rest of the interi- 
or, though I must say that 
sense faded somewhat 
with use. 

As for the rest of the 
RX300's interior, it's 
` just exemplary. 


MacPherson struts at each*corner and 
sway bars front and rear, which mix, 
nicely. with thie 50/50 all-wheel-drive sys- 
tem to provide great handling and stabil- 
ity in almost any situation. 

But exemplary ride and handling skills‘ 
are not all that I admire about the RX300. 
I'm also mightily impressed-with every: 
thing else about it, starting with its look. 

The sport-ute shape is relentlessly boxy, 
but Lexus has oyercome that with the RX300. ~ 
Indeed, I find the shape more like that óf a slick 
minivan, though:à minivan: with lots of ground 
clearance and go-just-about-anywhere tires.

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Survey shows more investors and

North American Precis Syndicate 
(NAPS) - An important new survey 
shows that stock ownership among 
the general public has doubled in the 
past seven years. What’s more, 
investing is no longer dominated by 
older, affluent men. 

The survey, conducted by The 
Nasdaq Stock Market, found that 43 
percent of American adults have 
bought stock. ОЁ that number, 
almost half (48 percent) are women, 
half do not hold college degrees, and 
a majority (55 percent) are under the 
age of 50. Ten percent are homemak- 
ers.
